SCHOOL DISTRICT OF NEW HAMPTON 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


During the year of 1928-29 seven schools are being 
maintained, having a combined enrollment of 102 pupils. 
Thus far, there has been no interruption in the sessions 
with the exception of the Plaisted school, which it was 
necessary to close for a short time on account of illness 
of the teacher. 

The repairs were made chiefly at the Hannaford 
schoolhouse. A new chimney was built to meet the 
requirements of the new theater installed. The ceiling 
was also painted. There were other repairs at the San- 
born schoolhouse. A book cupboard was built in part 
of the entry to keep the extra books for all the schools in 
town. The ceiling was also whitened and new black- 
boards installed. The entry in the Plaisted school will 
be sheathed and the doors properly hung before the end 
of the present year. New modern fire extinguishers were 
placed in six of the schoolhouses. 

The enrollment at-the Winona school was so low at 
the beginning of ithe year that it was necessary for the 
school board to consider the situation of whether it was 
practical to keep the school open or not. Acting on the 
advice of the State Board of Education the committee 
decided to allow the school to finish the year. However, 
the State Board will not grant aid for this school next 
year, so it will be necessary to close and transport the 
few remaining pupils to the nearest schoolhouse. 

The Plaisted school will receive state aid for the 


following year.

A study of the first of the last two tables printed 
shows that the enrollment of the Winona school has 
decreased rapidly and has reached the point where it 
probably would be well to consider schooling these pupils 
elsewhere. Financially and educationally it would un- 
doubtedly be the thing to do. 

One of these four pupils will graduate in June. 
Financial aid for this school is being received for the 
present year. No aid will be received, however, for 
maintaining the school next year because the school will 
be dropped from the number of those schools receiving 
aid from the state due to the small enrollment of this 
year. ‘Tuition and transportation can be obtained for the 
remaining three pupils should the school be closed until 
the enrollment gets back to the point where state aid can 
be secured. 

The second table shows that for the current year 
$2,805.23 is being paid for high school tuition. $1,500 
was raised last March as part payment of this amount. 
In as much as the paying of this tuition is a statutory 
obligation the difference between these two amounts 
should be raised at the coming March meeting.
